To the Attorneys for the Chinese Lot- 


tery Gamblers: 
I noticed' In last even- 


Ing's papers that in the conduct of the 
defense of your clients you took Occasion 
to attack the police administration of 
this city. You stated that there was an 
agreement that tho Chinese should be al- 
lowed to run an Illegal game for tho pur- 
pose of revenue collected by means' of 
periodical raids and , an agreed fine, and 
also stated that the games 
could 
be 


stopped at any moment by the mere re- 
quest of the police department. 


As to the alleged agreement, I "will 


state that if there ever was such a,n 
agreement It was made 
without, my 


knowledge or my consent, expressed or 
impHo,d, and that my voice has always 
been and ever will be raised against 
using the police department as an ad- 
junct of the ta^ collector's office 
Tor 


collecting licenses for illegal operations. 


ORDERS ARE STRINGENT. 


As to.whether you had, knowledge tha-t 


the policy of the present administration 
of the police department was to stop the 
lotteries or not, the chief of police has 
Informed me that you had full knowl- 
edge that the games must stop, and I 
myself personally informed one of the 
attorneys for these Chinamen that the 
lottery games must go. .It seems strange 
that after all the insistence and the or- 
ders issued, you should have- failed to 
learn that weeks and months ago 'strin- 
gent orders were given to the police de- 
partment to prevent these games. 


So long as J have authority in police 


matters the police department 
will be 


used to malce vice hard as well ,as to 
repress crime and violence and its weight 
will be thrown against the gambling1 hell, 
the dive and the deadfall 
as 
well as 


against the thug and the burglar.

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Give the People a Chance. 


The Sacramento Union, the Visalia Delta and the San Bernar- 


dino Sun agree with THE TRIBUNE that the Governor should in- 
clude in the measures to be considered at the extra session of the 
Legislature an amendment to the election laws, providing for a 
primary election for the selection of delegates to,national conven- 
tions. There are several reasons why he should do this, but one is 
so obvious and convincing that it cannot be challenged. The, voters 
should be given an opportunity not merely to express their prefer- 
ences in the matter of Presidential candidates, but to say who shall 
represent them in national conventions'and make the platforms on 
which the respective nominees will be required to stand. It is only 
fair and honest that they should be given this opportunity. 


When he was asked about the matter Governor' Johnson said he. 


had "given it no thought." Perhaps not, but other people have, and 
it is high time he were considering the question. No one has yet 
suggested a reason why the Legislature should not provide for a 
Presidential primary, though one can readily imagine reasons why 
some people would prefer to have none in the present posture of 
affairs. 


The Legislature cannot act unless the Governor recommends ac- 


tion, hence the question is squarely up to the Governor. It rests 
with him to decide whether the people will be given a fair oppor- 
tunity to express -themselves in regard to Presidential candidates 
and national policies next year. 


Public sentiment as it exists today cannot be ascertained or ex- 


pressed by calling together the several county conventions which 
assembled in 1910. The delegates to; those voncentions were se- 
lected without reference to Presidential candidates and national pol- 
icies. They were elected to formally nominate candidates already 
•designated by the voters at the polls. In no sense were 'they 
charged with the duty of .selecting delegates to national conven- 
tions. 


Moreover, the county conventions of 1910 were representative 


of local and factional issues. In no sense were they responsive to 
national party sentiment. Presidential candidates and national pol- 
icies were not even considered when they were, elected. Morally 
they have no right to rpresent the voters of their respective parties 
in the matter of nominating Presidential candidates and making 
national party platforms. 


The condition in California,, as the law'now stands, is anomalous 


and absurd. It allows the people to be defrauded of their right of 
expression. It leaves the door open to manipulation and misrepre- 
sentation. A State convention composed of delegates elected by the 
county conventions of 1910 would be a personally conducted affair 
not at all influenced by public opinnion. It would be a factional 
assemblage imbued with factional designs and enmities and work- 
ing to achieve factional .ends. It would be in a position to defy 
public sentiment and go directly contrary to the wishes of the vot- 
ing masses of the party it assumes to represent. 


This is not a party question since all parties are.in •the same 


predicament. But the situation is more acute in the Republican 
party for the reason that the action of a State convention chosen 
by the county conventions of 1910 can be fairly forecasted in ad- 
vance. Its leadership has already been decided and it would register 
the will of that leadership without regard to the wishes of the mass 
of the.party voters. And that is apparently the sole reason why 
there is such apparent reluctance to give the people an opportunity 
to express themselves. 


"President Taft had a. cool reception" in California," says the 


Stockton Mail. We acquit the Mail of any' intent'to'deceive or 
misrepresent, but it certainly made a mistake with regard'to-the 
welcome the President received in Oakland and .San 'Francisco. .He 
could hardly desire a warmer or more enthusiastic greeting.. Enor- 
mous crowds turned out to see him, and the welcome they extended 
was of the heartiest, friendliest sort. President Taft is not a man 
to set mobs to yelling, but he touches the quieter, saner and solider 
emotions of men. There may have been a hint of coolness in some 
places along the line, but there was no hint of it in Oakland and 
San Francisco. The President got as hearty a top of the morning 
here as any man could wish. The man who saved trie exposition 
for California does not lack for friends around the bay of .San.Fran- 
cisco wherever else he may lack them. 


If the ladies are as prompt in casting their ballots as they are in 


registering no one need complain of failure on their part to perform 
the duties of citizenship. Absenteeism from the polls is one of the 
evils of democratic government. If the women do not.allow this 
sin to be charged against them they will do better than the men 
and justify their demand for the ballot. 
• 


Catholic l/otei-s and the Hierarchy. 


Among Protestants the belief is quite general that the Catholic 


voters, or a majority of them, cast their ballots in accordance with 
the ideas and wishes expressed by the priests. This belief takes 
no account of the fact that the Catholic clergy are divided in their 
political opinions, and are frequently found earnestly debating'on 
opposite sides when important measures are pending or civic prob- 
lems are under discussion. It is entirely oblivious to the fact .that 
Catholic voters are as prone to divide in politiics as are the voters 
of any other faith. 


But the recent election in this State completely puts to rout the 


delusion that the Catholic clergy vote their parishioners. Cardinal 
Gibbons, head of the Roman hierarchy in the United States, and 
'Archbishop Ireland, one of the most eminent Catholic prelates, in 
the country, vigorously denounced the recall and the initiative and 
referendum. Both men are held in veneration by the mass of Cath- 
olics and high esteem by men of other religious denominations. 
Their tnlents, eminence and high character, added to their exalted 
position in the church give • impressiveness to whatever they say. 
Their utterances command-attention .and are received -with respect! 


Did the Catholic voters of California vote in accordance -with -the 


views of Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland? Not by any 
means. Fully half the voters of San Francisco are Catholics, and 
it is safe to say that half the votes cast at the -special election were 
cast by Catholics; but the vote in favor of the recall and the initia- 
tive and referendum was overwhelming. The negative vote was 
trifling by comparison. A casual examination of the returns will 
show that only a small proportion of the Catholic electors voted 
against the two propositions so severely denounced by Cardinal 
Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland. Clearly religious affiliation -did 
not influence them in their voting. 


Yet beyond question Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland 


arc held in the very highest esteem, by'the Catholics of San Fran- 
cisco. It was not lack of respect for those eminent divines that the 
Catholics voted contrary to the views expressed by them. It was 
•itcause the questions at issue *yrfxc -matters of indrridual opinion

The rapid spread of revolution in. China 


reveals the presence there at last of a 
national feeling, a. "solidarity" unknown 
tn tho past. This Is ascribed to the 
swift growth of the native press, to 
modern education, the 
reform of the 


army as a popular, national Institution 
and the improvement of means of trans- 
portation. 


But tSese are only means and messen- 


gers of revolution; Its causes are -what 
they have always been, in countries feel- 
inpr their way toward freedom, tyranny, 
unjust taxation, favorites at court and 
bad government.

Prohibition and the Exposition. 


One of the results of the ratification of the amendment giving 


women the ballot is a prohibition agitation. .The prohibition advo- 
cates believe that the.women will join them in putting .the liquor 
traffic under the ban of the law all over the; State, and. they are pre- 
paring to strike while the iron' is hot. Already a prohibition agita- 
tion has begun, and at the outset an effort is being made to enlist 
the women voters in the movement.

The agitation is worthy of special interest for two reasons: First, 


an enormous sum is invested. in the wine, industry.. Large areas 
are devoted to the culture of wine'grapes and much money is invest- 
ed in storage.cellars and other appliances for making, handling and 
storing wine. Prohibition would be a body-blow to wine-making; 
in this State. It would'vastly, decrease, if not totally destroy the" 
capital invested in it.

The approach of the-Panama-Pacific Exposition makes the pro- 


hibition agitation peculiarly ill-timed. That enterprise would suf- 
fer enormously should the sale of alcoholic beverages-be entirely 
forbidden. .The revenue from concessions . woud be heavily de- 
creased and the attendance would be greatly reduced. It may be 
seriously questioned if the exposition can. be made.a success should 
the sale of liquor be-prohibited between now and the time for it to 
open. The disastrous consequences would be felt by the whole.

This phase of the situation ought to-impress all .classes. Persons 


engaged in the manufacture and sale of alcoholic-beverages are not 
alone affected. They constitute a comparatively small, proportion 
of the inhabitants of the State,: but .every interest . in California 
would suffer if they should be driven otit of business'and.the capital 
employed in it made valueless or non-productive. - .

• In the eyes of European's an exposition where the sale .of wines 


and liquors is forbidden^ would be ridiculous. It Would be. financial 
folly if nothing worse. -Kit would keep,away a great: number of ex- 
hibitors and a multitude of visitors.

If it foe - desired - to^make -the -exposition a farce and" a failure no

sunset, the

sky in the

morning. The former, discovered by M. 
Beluwsky. 
on September 
28, lias just 


passod its nearest approach to the sun, 
almost 
grazing1 its surface, and is now 


traveling- rapidly away from It. At pre- 


"^ent it is a conspicuous object for naked 
eye 
observation, 
having1 &. very bright 


head and a tail about seven degrees long. 
It should be looked for a little north of 
the sunset point, immediately after dark. 
It vf\U probably remain visible for at least 
a week longer. 


The head of the other cornet, discovered 


"by Dr. Brooks last July, is brigher now 
than that of Halley's at its brightest, and 
as it is still traveling toward the sun, it 
should increase in brightness during the 
next ten days. Thursday night. In spite 
of moonlight, the tall could be traced with 
the naked eye through about twenty de- 
grees. For the remainder of the month it 
'•will he a brilliant object in the morning 
sky, northeast of Venus, the.morning1 star. 
The be?t time to see it is a little before 
E o'clock. 


In addition to these two bright comets, 


at least four others, visible only with Lhe 
telescope, arc known to be In the neigli- 
borliood of the sun. One of these, Enoke's 
'comet, returns to the sun at regular In- 
tervals of about throe and one-half years, 
and lias been 'observed at more returns 
than any other comet. 
Another Is now 


making- Its second known visit to the sun. 
The remaining two, like the two bright 
comets, move In what astronomers call 
parabolic orbits, and are now seen for tlvj 
first time, as far as is known.

Oct. SJ.—The judiciary 


of the United States must Tbe brought 
tvtthJ.n the control-and made answerable 
to the -tven-thoug-ht-out judgment of the 
people In thQ opinion of Theodore Eooso- 
Velt, who spojce last ni^ht' on "The Con- 
servation of "Womanhood and Childhood," 
before the Civic Porum. 
This control, in Roosevelt's judgment, 


Ehould be exercised more cautiously- and 
In a different fashion than -the control 
by the people over the legislator and the 
executive; 'but '"the control" must 
be 


there." . He said in.part: . 
"I most emphatically believe that TVS 


have been wise in giving great power 
to our judges. 
But I also most firmly 


bellevo that, like any other power, this 
power can be abuped, and 'that it Is a 
power from which the people have merely 
temporarily parted, and not one which 
they have permanently alienated. 


"I for one hold that if a majority of 


the people, after due deliberation, coma 
to champioq such social and economic 
reforms as those .we champion tonight," 
he continued, "they have. the.,rlght to 
Bee them enacted Into laws and become 
a part of our settled governmental policy; 
and I shall never abandon the effort to 
see this view triumph. 


"I am nsKIng you to declare unequlv- 


bcalJy that it is for the people themselves 
to say whether or not this policy sha.ll 
b© adopted, and that no body of officials, 
no matter how well meaning or person- 
ally honest, no matter whether they be 
legislators, judges or executives, have any 
right to say that we, the people, shall 
not make laws to protect women *ind 
children, to protect men In hazardous 
industry, to protect men, women a-ntl 
children from working under unhealthy 
conditions or for. manifestly 
excessive 


'frours, and to prevent the conditions of 
Jifo in tenement houses from becoming1 
intolerable."
